valueless in the 
direction 
of 
solving the g reat m urder mastery . 
Sheriff Pratt and Prosecuting A t ­ 
torney H e a th e r also determ ined to 
run down the clew and wrote letters 
to 
a 
penitentiary 
employ e 
with 
whom they are 
w’ell 
accjuainted. 
Both received answers to their let­ 
ters y esterday and kindly consented 
that the Journal be allowed to g ive 
the public the benefit of just what 
there is in the Kelley story . 
T he Marion county convict claims 
that the cellmate wdio told him oi 
knowing so much about the Stillwell 
m urder was Charles W. M ontg om ­ 
ery , alias St. John. 
Charles W. St. John was sent to 
the 
Missouri 
penitentiary 
from 
Perry county , June 28 , 
1S8 6, for 
five y ears for burg lary and larceny . 
H e had previously served one term 
at the Chester and one at the Joliet, 
Illinois, 
penitentiaries. 
H e 
was 
discharg ed from the Missouri peni­ 
tentiary 
for g ood 
behavior under 
the tlrree-fourth rule, which shows 
that he was incarcerated at Jeffer­ 
son City at the time Amos J. Still­ 
well was m urdered. 
On M arch 17 , 1S9 2, St. Joh n was 
sent to the penitentiary ag ain, g oing 
up from G entry county for felonious 
assault and jail breaking for four 
y ears. 
H e was 
tried, 
convicted, 
sent over the road and reg istered at 
the pen as Charles W. Montg om ery , 
but was im m ediately recog nized by 
the prison officials as Chas. W. St. 
John. 
On the i2 th of January , 18 9 5, 
M ontg om ery , alias St. John, was 
pardoned by G overnor Stone and 
turned over to the U nited States 
authorities, who w^anted him in A r­ 
kansas for 
some serious 
offense. 
While en route from Jefferson City 
south with his prisoner, however, 
the U nited States m arshal suffered 
the m an to, in some way , escape 
and that was the last heard of him 
by theM issouri penitentiary officials. 
It is said that St. Joh n once lived 
in this city and is a brother to Mr. 
St. John, who was once y ardm aster 
for one of the railroads in Flannibal. 
T he fact that St. John was in the 
pen at the time Mr. Stillwell was 
killed; the further fact that St. John 
is now as busy dodg ing the officers 
as is the Stillwell m urderer, and the 
still further fact that his testimony 
would not be credited if it could be 
secured, would all seem to indicate 
that Kelley was g rabbing at a straw 
with only a little cheap notoriety in 
view.
